THE STARS IF HE WOULD 
MAKE HIS WAY AT NIGHT 


(The World's Work.)

aviation 
corps, of having so extensive a currU 
culum rammed down his throat in the 
short space ef eight weeks. 
Only a 
visit to one of these aviation schools 
gives a faint idea of the large amount 
of information which will be found 
useful in piloting an airplane six thou- 
sand feet up in the sky. The professor 
of astroflomy ean give the prospeetive 
airman a thousand useful tips. 
He 
takes the candidate so far afield from 
the pfesent wap as the North Star, the 
Pleiades and the constellatien Orion. 
Why is a knowledge of the stars and 
the eonsteilations valuable te the_ avia- 
tor? 
When one thinks of it, hardly 
any information could serve a more 
practical purpose. 
One of these young 
men's forthcoming duUgS In France 
will be night flying, especially when on 
bomb dropping excursions over 
the 
German lines. Then his knowledge of 
the stars will lead him safejy back 
from Germany to hip own lines. 
The 
same professor giyes many 
equally 
pertinent lecture^ on the behavior of 
the upper air, which, at times, is very 
peculiar. 
He places at ejther end of a 
long table two air blowers, one ele- 
vated sçmewhat iiigher tha^ tl;ie otlir 
içr.

range. 


which his own men are attempting to 
destroy.

As soon as each shell explodes, a

The wireless message may take such 
cryptic form as telling the American 
battery that it is "ten o'clock and three 
hundred 
yards." 
This 
may 
puzzle 
most people, but it locates precisely 
the spot where •he shell 
fallen. 
For purposes of signalling the Ger- 
man battery is taken as the center of 
a clock, with twelve o'clock pointed 
perhaps due north. 
When the airman 
signals "t^n o'clock" this means that 
the shell has exploded on an Imagin- 
ary line which would represent the 
clpck pointer in this direction. 
The 
"three hundred yards" gives the dis- 
tance between the exploding shell and 
the German battery. 


The business of the student is to lo- 
cate these exploding shells almost in- 
stantaneously. 
Unless he gains great 
proficiency in a short time, he has no 
future in the American air service.

Sibert, now affectionately called 
" P a p a " Sibert by his men, has f u r - 
nished the pats on the back. 


Pershing recently visited his troops. 
Since he went back to Paris there has 
been a general clicking of heels; of- 
ficers give their commands with more 
pep and the men go through 
their 
work with more energy and earnest- 
ness; there has been a noticeable perk- 
ing up in personal appearances; 
and 
the ^yhole military works have moved 
more swiltly and smoothly. 


Pershing is a comniander with a big 
punch. 
Nothing escapes his eagle eye. 
He knows exactly what is needed to 
put the American a r m y on a par with 
the French and English. 


His methods of illustrating his points 
are direct and forceful. 


In one inspection he espied a pri- 
vate slouching in line, looking at the 
far-off scenery, totally uninterested in 
the business at hand. 


Pershing brought him up with a Jerk. 
"Five paces to the front." he com- 
manded. 


Hundreds of pairs of eyes were riv- 
eted on the private. 


"Now," 
continued 
Pershing 
loud 
enough for all to hear, "the first re- 
quisite of a good soldier is strict at- 
tention and a soldierly appearance. 


"Face your company. 
Stand 
erect 
like a i-eal soldier for five minutes; 
eyes to the front." 


In other parts of the camp, 
Per- 
shing repeated the lesson. 


You can now bet your last centime 
that the next time the general comes 
around there won't be anybody look- 
ing at the far-off scenery. 


Officers who needed it came in for 
similar attention f r o m Pershing. 


At 
one 
place 
the 
commander 
thought the captain 
wasn't- showing 
enough pep in leading his men through 
bayonet exercises. 


"Here, give me a gun and let m e 
show you how an officer should lead 
this drill," Pershing exclaimed. 


And for the next ten minutes on- 
looker^ saw something they'll 
never 
forget; the chief commander of 
the 
American expeditionary forces stand- 
ing out in a field, lunging and thrust- 
ing and 
countering 
with 
gun 
and 
bayonet, leading the company through 
the çjierçises with all the energy and 
enthusiasm of an officer 30 years his 
junior. 


The men responded in a m a n n e r that 
pleased the general. 


"That's it," he complimented. 
" P u t 
everything you have into It. 
Pep and 
njorç pep." 


He turned to the captain. 
"You can't expect your men to show 
class unless you show it yourself." 


" P a p a " Sibert is of a different tem- 
perament from Pershing, but he also 
is getting fine results. 


W h e n Sibert goes on an inspection 
he's always on 
the 
lookout 
for a 
chance to praise those men who der 
serve praise. 


"Your men m a k e a fine appearance, 
captain," he said one day to a com- 
pany commander 
whose 
men were 
lined up for inspection. 
"These are 
the kind of soldiers I like to see." 


Since that time the company has enr 
tered title to being the crack company 
of the regiment and every other com- 
pany has perked up and is working its 
head off to get a similar compliment 
f r o m " P a p a " Sibert.

state 
council of defense has issued to each 
member of the county councils of In- 
diana the following bulletin, in which 
appeal is made for speakers to present 
the cause of the United States in the 
war to the people. 
The bulletin says: 
To County Councils of Defense: 


We want again to call your at- 
tention to the importance of 
a 
vigorous speaking 
campaign 
to 
preach practical patriotism in the 
present crisis. 
If there has ever 
been any doubt in any one's mind 
as to America's position in this 
war, what we are fighting for or 
what our supreme duty is, cer- 
tainly it has been clarified by the 
asterful presentation of the situa- 
tion by the president in his letter 
to the pope: 
"America's 
rights 
have been trampled upon in an 
intolerable manner by the impe- 
rial German government." 


We are 
fighting 
for American 
rights, because our own citizens 
have been slain and our flag fired 
upon. 
And the 
people 
of 
this 
country will realize that it is our 
personal war and we are going to 
France to fight because the battle 
is there to be fought on French 
soil first and if, not settled there, 
will be settled here. 


Indiana is doing her full duty 
in this war. 
She will continue so 
to do. 


The task is so great its magni- 
tude 
sometimes 
almost 
over- 
whelms us, but the response of the 
people is as gratifying as the re- 
sponsibility is great, and we ask 
that the county councHs continue 
to aid 
and that the newspapers 
continue to aid, as all have aided, 
to the end that in this state every 
single possible thing may be done 
which goes in any way

helping win the victory which is 
so absolutely vital for the coun- 
try's future.

Franchise League Endeavors 
to Keep Women in Line 
to Vote. 


ALLEN COUNTY MAY 
NOT BE AFFECTED 


Local Parties Will Not 
Cease Eifort Toward 
Registration. 


WATCie MONEY LEAVE; 
THENmPOll 


Savings Were Found in 
Tbief's Pocket, However, 
and He is Under Bond. 


Following the surprise created by 
the decision of Judge John J. Roch- 
ford, of the Marion county superior 
court, that the law giving the women 
ofthe state of Indiana partial suffrage 
is invalid, women of Fort Wayne in- 
terested in voting at the coming elec- 
tion, are proceeding with plans for 
registration 
of 
other women. 
The 
Woman's Franchise league is malting 
every effort to have a large per cent, 
of the women of the city register in 
order that they vote if the supreme 
court of the state of Indiana decides 
that the law is constitutional and that 
women will have the right to vote at 
the coming election for city officials. 


There has been a concerted effort 
on the part of not only women, but 
parties both in Fort Wayne and sur- 
register, and the effect of the Marion 
register, and the effect of the Maron 
county judg's decision, if not reversed 
in the supreme court of the state, In 
local politics Is a matter of conjecture. 
It has been believed by many that the 
vote would be along party lines and 
that possibly on support to any politi- 
cal party has been pledged by the 
women. 
The 
Franchise 
league, ac- 
cording to several members question- 
ed today, declared there would be no 
cessation of activity 
in 
getting the 
largest number of women to register 
so that if they were allowed the vote, 
the opportunity to do so would be 
available by registration. 


Election May Be Over. 


It is possible that if no decision of the 
supreme court is given before Nov. 7 that 
the women of tlie .state outside of the one 
county where the decision was made, 
would not be affected. Abram Simmons, 
of Bluffton, a state senator who has been 
retained as 
counsel by the 
Woman's 
Franchise league, gave out the opinion 
that only the women of Marion county 
would be affected by the ruling of Judge 
Rochford. 
This 
would 
permit 
Fort 
Wayne women to exercise the right of 
ballot in the coming city election. 


However, it is not believed locally that 
the supreme court will wait until after 
the election before decision in the case 
is handed down. 


Representative.s of 
A-arious 
political 
parties in the city .said today that they 
would not cease their efforts to obtain the 
registration of all the women possible, 
although it is not known in what direc- 
tion the loss of the women's siipport 
would be felt hero. 


Judge Richard K. Erwin, of this city, 
who is .seriously ill, is a member of the 
supreme bench but it is doubtful if he 
will be able to take iip his duties when 
the court session opens Oct .1. He has 
been in a serious condition for some viuie. 
Mose.s B. Lairy, of Logansport, is chief 
justice of the .supreme court, and the 
associate justices aro Lawson M. Harvey, 
Indianapolis; David A. Myers, of Greens- 
burg, and John W. S))encer, of Evansville. 
It is possible that tho court may convene 
before Octtober as it did last year in es- 
tablisihiig a precedent to work for the 
best interests of the state. 


Unless the parties to the suit at In- 
dianapolis agree to waive appeal })roccd- 
ure the decision may not be obtained be- 
iwe the coming election.

Careful investigation of the 
building and its surroundings will be 
made when the fire marshal reaches 
Fort Wayne. 


Health officers claim that the struc- 
ture, which was for many years the 
largest slaughter house in the region 
of Fort Wayne, is unhealthful.

When considering the defensive strength 
of a ball club the first conskleration of 
course is the pitchers. 


High class pitching is the first th!ing a 
manager goes after when he is develcpini^ 
a ball club—and rightly, for high class 
pitching will win ball games witn any kind 
of support, while mediocre pitching de- 
mands. hea%T hitting and air tight Raiding 
to get anywhere. 


In a, short series the pitching is a factor 
of the utmost importance, espepi-ally Avhen 
hard hitting clubs like the Giants and 
White Sox are engaged. 


What of the pitching of this series? 
The. real pre-sea.son mystery arises in 
what success the Sox \yill have with Mc- 
Graw's great trio of southpaws, Benton 
Schupp and Sallee. 


If the Sox follow their season averages 
and hit r-ather weakly against the Giant 
left-handers, Rowland will have a big 
problem on his hands to win. 


There is no question that McGraw in- 
tends to rely on this trio to win. Tesr-eau 
has been particularly ineffective in past 
world series and it is not likely he will be 
started in more than one game. 
Perritt, 
Anderson and Demaree probably will not 
be used except in case of emergency. 


And it is upon their success or failure 
that the outcome of the series in a great 
measure will depend. 


In Chicago recently I talked to members

Faber is death on left-handed batters. 
Ty Cobb has hit less against the Titian- 
haired one than any other pitcher in the 
league today. 
But outside of Robertson, 
Kauff and Hoike, McGraw's heaviest hit- 
ters, are right-handed. 


The terrific attack of the Giants should 
not be disastrous to Cicotte's 
peculiar 
style of pitching. This year in the Ameri- 
can league he "has been particularly for- 
tunate against the heaviest hitting teams, 
winning four games from Detroit and los- 
ing none and winning four and losing one 
against the Athletics, the two heaviest 
hitting clubs in the league. 


For bis south])aw pitching Rowland is 
likely to rely mainly on Reb Russell, al- 
though Williams may be used.

WHERE THERE'S A MOUJK BRAINS WILL BE FOUND 


The Intimate Lives of the 
Muscovite Masses, How 
They Dwell in Villages 
Through the Long Sub- 
Arctic Nights, How They 
Leam Prohibited Political 
and Hist:_:;al Facts by 


Those Who Can Read. 


"Let us prove it.*'

The peasant is the backbone of Rus- 
sia—also the arms, hands, heart and 
a lot of the brain. 


We think of him as a queer creature 
with tousled hair growing low over 
his eyes, a thick tangled Jungle of a 
beard, a blouse with a belt around it, 
high boots and an air of foolish, dod- 
dering good nature. 
We think of him 
this way, if at all, because this Is the 
way he has always been pictured for 
us and we stick to tradition, every 
time. 


Also, we think he is very ignorant. 
Why not? 
There are no schools in 
Russia, you know, and the whole pop- 
ulation Is illiterate. 
It Is a very bar- 
barous country. 
A few persons of the 
better order are nice, but the moujik, 
or peasant, is the human limit. 
He 
used to be drunk all the time. 
Per- 
haps now that vodka is abolished, or 
said to be abolished, he has his sober 
intervals, but all the traveler.s and all 
the writers agree that the moujik is 
the human limit and what is the use 
of having literature is it gives us al- 
ways the wrong steer? 


If this notion about the 
peasant, 
which is still held by many of us that 
ought to know better, were correct, 
you could say. good night to Russia. 
It would be all off there and the cor- 
resopndents that belong to the Amal- 
gamated Sons of Gloom would have 
good reason for their 
low 
pressure 


stuff. 
Eighty per cejat of the people 
of Russia are peasants and if these are 
besotted and ignorant we might as 
well give up hoping for her and think 
about something else. 


But it isn't true; it isn't anything 
near the truth, 
i h e typical Russian 
peasant isn't a Harvard graduate, if 
that fact gives you grief, and 
he 
doesn't know anything about differ- 
ential calculus or Greek roots. 
He 
never carries a cane with a big bulg- 
ing end and was never under the en- 
lightening influences of the Eata Piece 
of Pie fraternity. 
But as a general 
- - 
I rule now he can read or has someone 
Word of Mouth or from m his family that can, and he always 


has a good mind., and very often an 
amazing stock of good common sense. 


There are other ways of training the 
mind besides learning (and speedily 
forgetting) how to read the Anabaslsy, 
or wearing on your coat lapel the pin 
of a Greek letter society. 


The Russian long winter and the 
peasant's mode of life have combined 
to educate him without many books 
or learned professors. 


He lives in a village, always. 
There 
is no such thing, so far as I know, as 
a farmer that lives remotely on his 
farm. Village life beats isolated farm- 
house life all to bits, tioneliness atro- 
phies the average human mind; asso- 
ciation with your fellows keeps it in 
motion and being. 
If there are only 
sixteen persons In your village that is 
sixteen times better than communing 
always with yourself. 


Russia Is a very northerly country. 
A lot of it lies close to the Arctic cir- 
cle, or within. 
In the summer at Pet- 
rograd the light is never out of the 
northwestern sky before the day be- 
gins In the northeast. 
In June and 
July there are a few weeks when no 
artificial light is used in the streets at 
night and none is needed in the houses 
that have good windows. 


But the other way about, a winter 
day in Russia is shorter than 
your 
mother's piecrust. 
It is over before it 
has well begun. 
It has Whittier's de- 
scription in "Snow Bound" beaten off 
the map. 
"The sun that brief Decem- 
ber day," says Whfttier, and in Russia 
there usually isn't any sun to it. 
A 
gray light warms up about 10 a. m. 
and quits in a weary, disgusted fashion 
at 2 p. m. and that's all. 
Daylight has 


gone oft the Job until the next momng 
at 10. 


Of course, in these conditions, farm 
work practically ceases in September 
and doesn't get started again until 
March or April. The farmer has close 
to his house in the village his horse, 
cows and pigs. When he has fed these 
and put the wood handy to be thrown 
into the big brick oven- that heats the 
whole house he has nothing else to do. 


Heating the house, by the way, is 
easier than you might think, consid- 
ering the fiendish climate. 
The house 
is built of logs carefully trimmed and 
fitted together and every chink caulked 
airtight with moss and plaster, so that 
not a breath of cold air can penetrate. 
The windows are double and caulked 
like the timbers. 
The house is small 
and the room in it is scanty. The great 
brick oven easily keeps the tempera- 
ture at 70—or above. 
And I may say 
that no national yearning for fresh 
air in winter complicates the heating 
problem in any way. 


It is to these long nights of idleness 
that Russia otpes two developments 
that have been Invaluable to her—the ? 
spread of Information among the peas- 
ants and the perfecting of what are 
called the peasants' industries. 


There is nothing to do but to talk, 
to carve things, to weave and to knit. 
So the peasants do all these at the 
same time. 


They sit in a row talking and work- 
ing. 
Every scrap of knowledge pos- 
sessed by one becomes the common 
property. 


In the old days of the poisonous 
czar every effort was made to keep 
the people 
from 
knowing anything 
that might stir them to revolt. 
For a 
long time the policy was absolute ig- 
norance of everything except how to 
plant, reap and serve the czar. 
After 
the revolution of 1905 and the institu- 
tion of the duma a change was forced 
and schools became common. 
The 
great object of government then was 
to supervise and control this education 
and to that end no books, magazine.s 
or newspapers were allowed 
in 
the 
country except such as the government 
approved. 


But see how far autocracy is out of 
place in this world of today 
In spite 
of the absolute prohibition of the gov- 
ernment and the most wonderful sys- 


A- •• 
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tem of «plea ,tlMt w;«nt anoopUiir from 
houae fo house" loolElhr for forbldilen 
books, the very knowledge that the 
czar most feared was the knowledge 
that spread most rapidly. 


A peasant that could read secreted 
prohibited literature and read it by 
stealth to his working companions. 
A 
peasant that 
heard 
prohibited doc- 
trine in one village repeated it in an- 
other. 
The men and women sat and 
carved and wove and knitted anA ab- 
sorbed day after day the philosophy 
of freedom. 


To give but one illustration, a chap- 
ter in history that the czar particularly 
desired to have kept from his p^ple 
was the American revolution. ' The 
story of it spread over all Russia. 


The soil was good. 
The natural in- 
stincts of the Russians are all,demo- 
cratic. 
For centuries their land was 
a collection of small republics. 
Every 
time they heard of a struggle for lib- 
erty anywhere the lesson came home 
to them and slowly under the watch- 
ful eyes of the police the revolution 
ripened. 
The long nights and the vil- 
lage gatherings made 
their 
school- 
house and tuition. Without them there 
might have been no revolt. 
The czar 
and the police spy might have reigned 
on indefinitely.

work is interesting." 


Here is a girl's account of her daily

N Tha average college boy would 
groan at the prospect which faces 
students in the American aviation 
corps, of having.so extensive a curri- 
culum rammed down his throat in the 
short space of eight weeks. Only a 
visit to one of these aviation schools 
gives a faint idea of the large amount 
of information which will be found 
useful in piloting an airplane six thou- 
sand feet up in the sky. The professor 
of astronomy can give the prospective 
airman a thousand useful tips. 
He 


takes the candidate so far afleld from 
the present wa'r as the North Star, the 
Pleiades and the constellation Orion. 
Why is a knowledge of the stars and 
the constellations valuable to the avia- 
tor I 
When one thinks of it, hardly' 


any information could serve a more 
practical purpose. One of these young 
men's forthcoming duties in France 
will be night flying, especially when on 
bomb dropping excursions over the 
German lines. Then his knowledge of 
the stars will lead him safely back 
from Germany to his own lines. The 
same professor gives many equally 
pertinent lectures on the behavior of 
the upper air, which, at times, is very 
peculiar. He places at either end of a 
long table two air blowers, one ele- 
vated somewhat higher than the oth- 
er.

British cities that the common idea in 
England of the cause of the great in- 
crease in juvenile crime since the war 
began—that it is the absence of the 
fathers—Is not the real cause at all. 
The absence of fathers has nothing to 
do with it. 
In fact, the absence from 


the house of the average underpaid, 
overworked fathers tends to decrease 
juvenile crime. 


If the financial conditions were the 


same the mothers would raise their 
children better without the fathers 
than v.-ith them, in all cases where the 
fathers have no leisure and opportu- 
nity for culture. 


I find the real cause of the great in- 


crease o£ juvenile crime in England is 
tho high price of food. 


Food is scarcer, more guarded; and

I have watched the trials in the 


children's court in London—and I find 
90 per cent of the children are charged 
with stealing—most o£ them for steal- 
ing food or things they Jm mediately 
traded for food.

more than an hour's flight. 1'rom the 
German front to Paris it is only 75 
miles. 


But in the flight to London the first 


90 miles is over the water, -with little 
da.nger of attack and .no danger of de- 


tection except wireless messages from 
patrol boats and seaplanes. 


Even if i the German air raiders are 


sighted the second they cross the coast 
line, there arc only 20 minutes to mo- 
bilize British airplanes to repel the 
attack. 
This would be enough if it 


were certain London would be the 
point of attack; but there are scores 
of other points besides London—irm? 
nltion plant's, army and navy barracks, 
and industrial towns—within easy 
striking distance. 


General the German bombs have 


done their deadly work before the 
British planes can locate and engage 
them, and then it is a running fight 
with all the odds against the pursuers. 


Now look at the French map. It is 


only 40 minutes flight to Paris; but 
see how the conditions differ.

planes takes the air, they are spotted 
by the French or British fliers, wno 
can mobilize at any point on the front 
an airplane squadron of equal strength 
in less time than It takes to tell it

the Franco-British trenches and run 
the gauntlet of anti-aircraft guns.

—A scheme for insuring soldiers from 
Australia "in this war which was 
launched early in July by Sir Samuel 
McCaughey, "the sheep king," of the 
commonwealth, is now in operation. 


Sim Samuel Is an 
octogenarian 


bachelor 
partoralist, who lives at 


North Tanco, in this state, New South 
Wales. To him Australia owes much. 
He was a pioneer irrigationist and his 
sheep ranch at North Tanco is one of 
the finest on this continent. 
A few 


years ago his sheep properties total- 
ed $2,800,000 acres, and the' number 
of sheep shorn on them was a million 
yearly. The wool often reached more 
than 3,500,000 in value. 
He came to 


Australia 60 years ago from his native 
town in the north of Ireland, and is a 
member of the'legislative council, the 
upper house of the New South Wales 
parliament. Prior to the war he made 
important contributions to 
patriotic 


funds, 
including one for equipping 


troops for the Boer war, and his char- 
ities then and now are numerous. 


Sir Samuel's ,latest patriotic 
gift 


terms of which are contained in a deed 
of declaration now made public, is an 
undertaking to insure the lives of 500 
Australian soldiers. Each policy is to 
be a special one in an Australian com- 
pany for ?1,000 payable if the Insured 
soldier meets with death or total dis- 
ablement. 
Anly recruits who have 


enlisted since early in July are ,elgible. 
The oTeed provides for" other patriotic 
Australians joining with Sim Samuel 
in the scheme. 


Sir Samuel stipulates that the chil- 


dren of the men insured "shall in- 
clude'illegitimate as well as legitimate 
children, and dependents shall include 
the mothers of such illegitimate chil- 
dren." This liberal provision has ex- 
cited favorable ocmment in Australia. 


The work of carrying 
out 
the 


scheme has been entrusted to a board 
of four prominent citizens. 
A year 


after peace had been declared, should 
ther be any unexpended funds the 
money may ir, the discretion of this 
board, be spent for the further benefit 
of the insured soldiers or the'ir de- 
pendents, or it may be turned over 
to any philanthropic fund or institu- 
tion connected with the war.

The house 
s built of logs carefully trimmed and 
fitted together, and every chink caulked 
airtight with moss and plaster, so that 
not a breath of cold air can penetrate. 
The windows are double and caulked 
.ike the-timbers. The house is small 
and the room in it is scanty,. The groat 
brick oven easily keeps the tempera- 
ture at 70—or above. And I may *ay 
that no national yearning for fresh 
air in winter complicates the heating 
problem in any way. 
It is to these long nights of idleness 


that Russia owes two developments

There is nothing to do but to talk, 


to carve things, to weave and to knit. 
So the peasants do all these at the 
same time. 


They sit in a row talking and work-

czar every effort was made to keep 
the people 
from 
knowing anything 


that might stir them to revolt. For a 
long time the policy was absolute ig- 
norance of everything except how to 
plant, reap and.servp the czar. 
After 


the revolution o'f 1905 and the institu- 
tion of the duma a change was forced 


tern of spies that went snoopicg from 
house to house looking for forbidden 
books, the very knowledge that the 
czar most feared was the knowledge 
that spread most rapidly. 


A peasant that could read secreted 


prohibited literature and read It by 
stealth to his working companions. A j 
peasant that heard prohibited doc- I 
trine in one village repeated it In an- I 
other. The men and women sat and { 
carved and wove and knitted and ab- ] 
sorbed day after day the philosophy 
of freedom. 


To give but one illustration, a chap- 


ter in history that the czar particularly 
desired to have kept from his people 
was the American . revolution. The 
story of it spread over all Russia. 


The soil was good. The natural in- 


stincts of the Russians are all .demo- 
cratic. 
Kor centuries their land was 


a collection of small republics. Every 
time they heard of a struggle for lib- 
erty anywhere the lesson came home 
to them and slowly under the watch- 
ful eyes of the police the revolution 
ripened. The long nights and the vil- 
lage gatherings made 
their 
school- 


house and tuition. Without them there 
might have been no revolt. The raar 
and the police spy might have reigned 
on indefinitely. 


But the other way about, a winter 


day in Russia is shorter than your 
mother's piecrust. It is over before it 
has well begun. It has AVhiUler's de- 
scription in "Snow Bound" beaten off 
the map. "The sun that brief Decem- 
ber day," says Whlttier. and In Russia 
there usually isn't any sun to it. A 
gray light warms up about 10 a. m. 
and quits in a weary, disgusted fashion 
at 2 p. m. and that's all. Daylight has
